Senator Davis' friends are attribut-

States, are progressing in a way that 
makes compulsory the presence of Sir 
Julian 1'auncefote in Washington.

tant meeting of the naval board of 
construction wat, held yesterday, aud 
as a result several recommendations 
for changes iu war ships will be sent 
to Secretary llcrber,'

time for the completion of the battle- 
ship Iowa and Hie armored, cruiser 
Brooklyn, was laid before the board.

The plans for the reconstruction of 


the cruiser Chicago were laid before 
the board. They propose to increase 
the deck protection ovor the bou'.s uud 
clear to the stern, thus giving the ves- 
sel a protective deelc, and to change 
her spar plan so as to take away all 
her heavy top hamper. These plans 
were approved, and it was alio de- 
cided to replace the present armament 
with 14 five-inch rapid-fire guns. A 
recommendation was also agreed on 
that the horsepower of the vessel shall 
be increased from 5,000 to 9,000, thus 
giving- an increase of speed from ]5 to 
18 knots an hour, and also providing 
space for 300 tons of coal additional. 


If these riesirei of the board of con- 


struction are carried out it will take 
about two years to turn the Chicago 
into a new vessel. 
The appropriation 


for that purpose contained in the na- 
val bill reported Tuesday will be ade- 
quate for the work.

It is an open secret that the Spanish 


government will be much pleased if 
President Cleveland sends a message to 
congress regarding American losses in 
consequence of the rebellion in Cuba.

Madrid government a. long desired op- 
portunity to take official notice of what 
has been goine; on of late in the United 
States and Cuba, but it will furnish a 
pretext for taking the following steps: 


First, sending a note clearly setting 


forth to the V. S. Government, Spain's 
intention to put down the rebellion in 
Cuba exactly as America did the re- 
bellion in tho south—that is to say, 
without tolerating any foreign inter- 
ference, even in the form of mediation, 
and without taking the slightest notice 
of any recognition of tho Cuban belliger- 
oncy except to regard it as further reason 
for insisting upon a stricter regard for 
neutrality ami the principles of interns 
tionul law than the United States bus 
manifested, even while considering the 
Cubans as 
simple rebels against a 


friendly gove-nment. 


Second, sending u memorandum to 


foreign governments, especially Euro- 
pean powers, setting forth that Spain is 
defending a common cause of European 
nations, defending their as well as her 
sovereign rights over colonies in America 
against American interference and the 
pretensions of the Monroe doctrine 


Third, claiming on the eve of a general 


election that the position of the Cano- 
vas Cabinet has been vindicated, thus 
casting tho onus of a conflict on the 
United States, as Senor Canovas, since 
March, 1895, has done everything in his 
power to avert a rupture of cordial re 
lations between Spain and the United 
States.

Visit to a Remarkable Settlement 


of Veterans at Fitzgerald- 


ow the. Project Originated—O«neroaltj 
of

In Ita Need-What the Colonlata 


Are Doing.

Within a few miles of the scene of the 


capture of Jefferson Davis at the close 
of the civil war may now he seen one of 
the most remavkublc colonies ever or- 
ganized in this country. 
Again the 


union soldiers are "marching through 
Georgia," but this time they come v> ith 
peaceful intentions, armed only with 
the hoe and bpade. nml they hmc come 
to stay. 
Already 3,000 wearerb of the 


blue are on the ground; and by January 
1, 1897, fully 10,000 of them will be liv- 
ing within a radius oC ten milet from the 
town of 1'itzgeraid. ttith the civilians 
who ha\e determined to take part in the 
venture, and the families of the colo- 
nisth, it is estimated thatthe settlement 
«ill number 50,000 souls when Sew 
Year is next celebrated there. 


It is nn interesting1 story—the way 


thisprojeetoriginatcd. All will remem- 
ber the cry of destitution which came 
from Nebraska and the adjoining region 
during the winter of 1S94-S5, in conse- 
quence of the failure of the crops from 
droughts during the preceedinp;season. 
At that time the cornbins of the south- 
ern planters were abundantly filled; 
and it occuried to Mr. .Richard Ed- 
monds, editor of the Manufacturers' 
Hccord, of Baltimore, that the south 
might well show its sympathy for the 
northvies=t by bending a train load ol 
provisions and clothing' to relieve the 
buffering, lie communicated with ex- 
Gov. Novthen, of Georgia, who took 
charge oC the matter, aucl as a result 27 
cars loaded with southern 
products 


rolled out of Atlanta one afternoon in 
the latter part of January, bound for 
the afflicted district. The governor soon 
beg-a.n recehing letters of gratitude 
from tlio.se \\ho had been 
relieved. 


Among1 these there were some from old 
soldiers who had taken up farms in the 
wests expressing a wish to coine south 
and make homes there. Gov, Northen 
answered that they would receive o 
hearty welcome, and that he would aid 
them in every way possible. 
This 


started the idea.

the supply of fuel is limitless. 


The first hour in t/he colony city re 


minds one of the days of '49 in the gold 
camps of the I'p.cific coast. Everything 
ia rough and crude. Most of the houses 
ore temporary structures, made of 
trees cut within a few hundred feevt of 
their sites. Some have bark for roofs. 
A few have planed floors, for n planing- 
mill an-d two or three sawmills are al- 
ready buzzing and humming back in 
the f orest. On one of the principal "ave- 
nues" stands a big tent, formerly used 
by a circus. This bears the sign: "Michi- 
gan Meat Market, Bakery and Kestau-

rant." On. one side is a. row of rough 
btiCLrd tables; thia is the restaurant. 
Across -the tent is a row of carcasses of 
southern beeves and razor-back hogs 
and bacon. If anyone calls for a steak 
the waiter slices off a piece from one 
of the carcasses, disappears behind a 
screen, and in a few minutes reappears 
with the cooked meat on a tin plate. 
You eat it v> ith an iron knife and fork, 
and have a cup of Ilio coffee and a huge 
corn pone as accompaniments. Every- 
thing is clean, however, and it only 
costs a quarter. The "Nebraska" and 
"Minnesota" ace the principal hotels. 
Each is a two-story log house with ve- 
randas around each floor; their com- 
bined capacity is 25 guests, But fre- 
quently a dozen or more "transients" 
bunk on the floor with, a blanket for 
bedding.

army posts, in their respective states to 
visit Georgia and investigate. These 
gentlemen made such a favorable re- 
port that a corporation was organized 
under the title of the Soldier Colony 
company, to buy land and make the 
necessary arrangements. The plan de- 
cided on was that of the stock company, 
each colonist paying ten dollars per 
share. In return he was to be allowed 
five acres of farming land for each 
share, or a lot in the colony town. So 
eager was the desire to become mem- 
bers that $50,00,0 worth of the stock had 
been paid for three months before the 
first settler reached Georgia. 


In August last the movement of the 


veterans to the south land began. As 
nearly all the western and northwest- 
ern states are represented, a dozen or 
more families started about the same 
time from their old homes to the new. 
The big farm wagons covered over with 
temporary roofs of canvas, 
in 
the 


"prairie schooner" style, formed a slow- 
but comfortable means of travel. As 
the colony land was not open for set- 
tlement until last September, the im- 
migrants were obliged to wait in the 
Mcimty; arid for a month before the 
opening-, over 300 families were eii- 
camped about Abbeville and Tifton, the 
nearest villages. 


Since the dajs of the last corn har- 


vest, Fitzgerald has been the Mecca 
of hundreds of families. By twos, by 
throes, and by dozens have the white- 
topped wagons appeared, slowly roll- 
ing; along the single highway which 
lends to this place 
There is but one 


railroad in the vicinity, und its near- 
est station is six miles distant; yet for 
two mouths several extra freight trains 
have boon run, loaded with the house- 
hold effects of the settlers. 


These people have come from as far 


as the northern boundary of North Da- 
kota. In fact, thry represent nil parts 
of the groat noithivest—and all ordi- 
nary vocations, for mechanics, profes- 
fessional men, merchants and real es- 
tate dealers, have taken shares as well 
as the farmers. The colony does not 
hick men. 


The old soldiers did not come to Fitz- 


gerald for its historic associations. The 
principal attractions were the cheapness 
of the land, the agreeable climate and 
the fertility of the soil. This is in what 
is termed the wire-grass region of Geor- 
gia, but the title is deceptive. An in- 
dustrious farmer with a long-eared 
Georgia mule can make barren-looking, 
sandy soil yield enough from a few 
ncres to furnish food for himself, his 
wife and a dozen children. It is near 
the orchard and vineyard country, and 


Tho community includes many resi- 


dents who have means. Several of the 
:olony directors are mem worth $50,000 
each, and it is estimated that the vet- 
eran soldiers who will come here draw 
from Uncle Sam's treasury over $500,000 
annually, all of which will be invested 
here. Beg-gars are unknown. The men 
are thrifty, enterprising westerners, 
willing to work hard and live simply. 
Some of the older ones were pioneers in 
the northwest, and ore accustomed to 
the hardships of life of anew country. 
As you walk through the streets, the 
conspicuous absence of loafers, tramps 
find the like, is noticeable. 


No sale of liquor is allowed, and a 


drunken man is a rarity. One Sunday 
a Georgia farmer filled himself with 
"apple-jack" and rode over to the place 
in cowboy style, with pistols in encb 
boot The cowboy police officer pulled 
him off his horse, disarmed him and 
turned him over to one of the directors, 
who told him they were always glad to 
see their neighbors, but advised him to 
make his next visit when he was sober 
lie was then escorted out of the place 
and has never returned. 


There is not much style in the town 


ns yet. Often you may see a man ham- 
mering or sawing away on his new- 
home who pulls out a $130 gold watch 
to time himself and who has a bank ac- 
count of $5,000 or $10,000. Plenty of 
money is to be bad, but very little small 
change; in fact, five and ten-dollar bills 
are more abundant there than stiver 
dollars. 


But at Fitzgerald is found only a por- 


tion of the colony life. Already the 
farming community has made a begin- 
ning, and here and there the visitor 
drives into a clearing of ten or twentv 
acres where a neat little home has been 
erected and a bright woman from the 
west greets him at the threshold. Her 
husband is just back of the house, she 
snj-s; and there you find him, working 
on a garden from which he expects to 
make enough by the sale of early veg- 
etables this year to pay for the land he 
has bought. 


The genera] plan of the colony com- 


pany is to make Fitzgerald the local 
market for the farmer settlers. Several 
factories are also to be built, as well as 
churches and schools. The business 
streets are 120 feet wide, vritb parks 
in the center, and the residence streets 
60 feet wide. One-half of the principal 
thoroughfares are named after confed- 
erate generals and another half after 
union generals—the idea being to show 
that the people are now citizens of thr 
south as well as veterans of the union

Dr. Kansen projected an Arctic voyage 
of unusual difficulty and danger. 
As 


he had successfully reversed the order 
of things in Greenland by. crossing 
from the east to the west coast—in a 
region where all journeys had been at- 
tempted from the west to the east— 
so in his new expedition He reversed 
all rudes followed by his predecessors. 
The principles of Arctic ship naviga- 
tion, outlined by Parry 80 years ago, 
have never been departed from wilh- 
out serious danger or destruction; 
these rules look to the avoidance of 
ticsetuient in the ioe-pack, and to the 
following of open channels along tie, 
protecting lee of extensive land masses. 


The most able and most experienced 


engineer of Arctic fame, Oeorge VV. 
Melville, United States navy, distinctly 
announces that if a vessel made of 
solid steel could be made to float, she 
could not withstand the pressure of 
conflicting ice-floes without being bent 
and twisted out of shape. However re- 
markable this statement may seem to 
the inexperienced it is indorsed by 
every man of extensive experience or 
observation in Arctic voyaging. 


In face of these principles and state- 


ments, Nansen decided to avoid the 
land, to put his ship into the pack, and 
with

constructed 
the 


"Fram," believing that by its peculiar 
construction it woald withstand the 
vicissitudes of besetment. 
Further, 


he selected a route, most desperate of 
all, through the Siberian ocean. 


Prof. Dal! has pointed out that owr

in the ice of this sea, and of these no 
man has ever returned to tell the tale 
nor has any bit of recognizable drift 
therefrom ever fallen to the obverra 
Use of any Arctic voyager. 


rom the physical condition of the Si- 
>erian sea. As is well known, this ocean 
s very shallow, and, ns Mr. Melvilleha£> 
iDinted out, its physical conditions are 
uch as to prevent the presence of 
nighty permanent ocean currents, 
vhich otherwise might be expected to 
iventually carry the "Fram" into the 
Atlantic or Pacific ocean, by one of the 
debouching straits. 


In this quarter we have the experi- 


mces of the Jeannette in the Siberian 
ocean, of the Dimjphana in Kara sea 
and of the Tegetthoff, in Nova Zembln 
sea; all indicate that the drift of the 
ce floe depends almost entirely upon 
the wind, which consequently makes 
ihe experiences of one year no criterion 
for another. 


On one side of the Arctic ocean ex- 


ist tbe bold, abrupt coasts of Nova Zem- 
bla, Franz Josef Land, Spitzbergen anrl 
Greenland, wished by deep seas, while 
on the other are the low, shelving 
shores of Siberia and Alaska laved by 
shallow waters. Again the paleocrys- 
tic floebergs of 
Smith 
Sound and 


Banks' Land indicate very clearly the 
existence of an ice-clad land of very 
considerable extent near the north 
pole. 
Essential conditions 
for 
the 


formation of floebergs are extended 
areas, moderate elevations with slop- 
ing shores extending far into the 
ocean. 


There is such a polar ice-cap shed- 


ding its floebergs into the Arctic ocean, 
and its locality must be nearer to Si- 
beria than to the mountainous region? 
above mentioned. 


The Fram will never return, but, 


like its hundreds of predecessors, will 
emphasize the fact that the Siberian 
pack never gives up n ship that is once 
firmly in its grasp. However, the es- 
caping crew, led by such a dauntless, 
hardy and resourceful man as Nansen. 
may find it possible to reach Nova Zem- 
bla, Franz Josef Land, or tie New Si- 
berian islands, as chance may bftve 
stranded them here or there.

Whale That Was a Valuable Contribu- 


tor to Science. 


A very strange thing happened to 
he prince of Monaco's steam yaclit 
•rincesse Alice, near the island of 
^erceira in the Azores last summer, 
'he prince has devoted his yacht to t he 
tudy of the ocean and its inhabitants, 
and many important facts have thus 
been, gathered for science. On the oc- 
asion referred to a sperm-whale, or 
•achalot, about 45 feet long, was har- 
>ooned by some fishermen, and in its 
lying struggles it made direct for the 
'rincesse Alice. 
If it had struck the 


ittle yacht the consequences might 
Mive been very serious, but just when 
he collision seemed 
inevitable the 


vhale dived, and coming up on the 
other side of the yacht, turned upon its 
jack in the death-agony. At this in- 
stant the bodies of three gigantic 
cephalopoda—the class to which cut- 
lefishes belong — vpere ejected from 
the whale's mouth. 
These were se- 


cured by a boat from the jaoht, and 
ater the bodies of a number of curious 
inhabitants of the sea -were found in 
the whale's stomach. 
The cephalo- 


jods belong to a new species. 
Other 


captures that the whale had made were 
so Interesting as to lead Mr. J. ¥. Bu- 
chanan, the naturalist, to remark in a 
recent number of Nature: "The cach- 
alot which was killed by the whalers of 
Terceira almost under the keel of the 
frincesse Alice seems as if it had been 
guided in the pursuit of its food by a 
desire to devour nothing but animals 
which, up to the present, are com- 
pletely unknown."

Inhabit the HodHernnean and Pewew 


Peculiar Attribute*. 


Many people know of the electric «el 


of South America, but there are com- 
paratively few who have heard of the 
torpedo or electrin ray of the Mediter- 
ranean sea. This curious fish, accord- 
ing to the New York Journal, is about 
the size and shape of a large frying 
pan, with a short and exceedingly 
broad handle. 
It is fiat and swims 


horizontally in the water. 


The torpedo, which is found practic- 


ally in the Bay of Biscay and th«-shores 
of the Mediterranean sea, is so called 
because of its habit of giving electric 
shocks. Such shocks are feeble, as a 
rule,notgreaterthan those from*«mall 
electric battery. If the fish is enraged, 
however, it is capable of giving a much 
more powerful shock. It uses this cu- 
rious weapon to stun the small fishes 
and animals on which it preys, thus 
making the victim insensible previous 
to deicuring it. It is a very sluggish 
fish and will lay for hours buried in the 
sand a few feet from the shore in shal- 
low water. Electricity is much talked 
of as a medical agent nowadays, ami 
for such uses ia spoken of as a new dis- 
covery, but in the days of Caesar this 
natural electricity was much used for 
the same purpose and physicians oi 
the time applied it to the leg or arm of 
a person suffering from rheumatism, 
gout or nervous disease*, the patient 
keeping his hand or foot on the fUh 
as long as it was possible to bear the 
shocks. This was said to have been an 
excellent remedy.
